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anniversary of Church of God missions. An 

important part of the Golden Anniversary 
celebration has been the publication of Where the 
Saints Have Trod, a history of Church of God mis- 
sions. Although the work was more than three years 
in preparation, its completion coincides with the an- 
niversary. The first section of this book is entitled 
“Fifty Year Survey of Church of God Missions.” 

The 50th anniversary will be more dramatically 
observed by a caravan to the Bahama Islands, Jan- 
uary 1-4, 1960. This is one of the most ambitious 
programs ever to be undertaken by the Church. The 
Missions Department is to be commended for ar- 
ranging it. 

Beginning with a special service in Durant, Florida, 
the home of pioneer missionary R. M. Evans and site 
of the earliest Church of God campground, a motor- 
cade will cross the State of Florida to Miami. (Most 
of those making the tour will go directly to Miami 
and will not attend the memoriai service in Durant. 
A chartered ship, the S. S. Bahama Star, will take the 
caravan to the Bahama Islands, and will serve as 
hotel and restaurant for the large group while they 
are there. (A second ship, the S. S. Weymouth, 
will be ready to take any overflow of passengers if 
the space of the first ship is taken. More than 800 
reservations have been made so far. Twenty-six states 
from all sections of the country will be represented 
on the passenger list.) The ship will leave Miami at 
7:00 p.m. Friday, January 1, from Eastern Shipping 
pier 3. A service will be conducted on board the ship. 
The caravan will arrive in Nassau about 10:00 a.m. 
Saturday. The entire day will be free for sightseeing 
in the colorful city of Nassau and the historic island 
of New Providence. 


Beginning Sunday morning, special services will be 
conducted in three of the numerous Churches of God 
in Nassau: Fowler Street, East Street and Faith Tem- 
ple. Services will be conducted in these three churches 
on Sunday and Monday. High point of the tour will 
be a mass rally at the ball park on Monday afternoon,

ty January 4. Twelve principal speakers have been 
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named for the various services, with a program per- 
sonnel of more than fifty. 

The S. S. Bahama Star will leave Nassau at 9:45 
p.m. on Monday, January 4, and will arrive in Miami 
at approximately noon, January 5. 

This grand tour, with a motorcade from Durant to 
Miami, with comfortable travel on a luxurious liner 
and mass meetings with wide spread Christian fellow- 
ship, will be a far cry from the humble trip it will com- 
memorate. Exactly fifty years ago, an aged man and 
his wife sold their home in Durant, with their live- 
stock and all belongings, because tHey felt a call to 
go as missionaries to the Bahama islands. Then with 
a wagon and team of mules, R. M. Evans and his wife 
Ida, set out cross-country to Miami. They stored the 
wagon and sold the mules to pay. their passage to the 
Bahamas. Before sailing, they were joined by Carl M. 
Padgett, son of Pastor Milton Padgett, who went with 
them to the Bahamas; they sailed on December 31, 
1909. The wind died as the sailboat set sail on the 200 
miles of water and their ship lay becalmed for several 
days..Because of this the trip required four days. On 
January 4, 1910 they landed on the island of New 
Providence, the first Church of God missionaries to set 
foot on foreign soil. Services were begun that night, 
with the help of native Edmund S. Barr, and soon a 
church was organized. Bahamian V. W. Eneas and 
W. R. Franks soon joined themselves to the mission- 
aries and became leaders in the new work. (These 
two pioneers are still living and will be in the Bahamas 
to particapate in the celebration.)

HAT ABOUT THIS TITLE? Has it any ef- 

fect on you? Of course, all of us hate a curse 

and hope for a blessing. However, did you 
ever stop to consider that some of the most blessed 
things in life can be turned into a curse? 

The cross, the symbol of Christ’s agony, is an in- 
strument that may bring us either happiness or utter 
frustration. The Bible declares that if we reject Christ 
and His cross, then we are condemned. 

To the sinner, the cross is a constant reminder of 
the death and agony of Jesus who loved him and 
gave Himself for him; it is the tool that tears the 
heart asunder reminding man that Jesus bled, suffered 
and died in his place. ‘ 

Nevertheless, the cross brings tidings of good cheer 
and hope. It is the assurance that man’s sins are all 
covered, blotted out and fully pardoned. It is the 
memento that we have to remind us of God’s grace in 
action, 

To the Christian who is in daily touch with God, 
the cross should be a means of happiness; however, 
it could be a source of disappointment. The Chris- 
tian who is always “singing the blues” has not as yet 
found the perfect peace that the Father provides 
through the cross. Again, the cross of Christ should 
dispel all fear from the lives of men. The many fears 
that we have about the Christian life should be re- 
placed with the perfect peace of Christ. 

There are some that consider the cross of Christ 
as a forced burden that God imposed upon man. What

a ridiculous thought! Now, you may say to yourself, 
“Didn’t Jesus tell us to carry the cross?” Yes, He 
did, but the cross of Christ, to the believer, is not 
the heavy, frustrating cross. The cross that Jesus gives 
acts as do the wings of the bird, helping him to fly. 

The cross of Christ gives us the eternal assurance 
that He carried our burden. No more should we struggle 
to carry an imagihary load, but we should delight 
ourselves in the strength of Christ. 

It is a paradoxical situation indeed, when one finds 
Christians living in the shadows of fear and unhappi- 
ness. They are grieving: within themselves trying to 
meet the demands of an angry and just God. They 
struggle, as it were, to live “the life,” when all of the 
time they should let Christ live in them. The cross 
reminds us of the supreme sacrifice..Can we repay 
God? Never, no never; Jesus is our legal assurance 
that He paid the price in full on the cross of Calvary. 
Jesus paid it all. 

The Bible teaches us to give our bodies as a living 
sacrifice, not a dead sacrifice. To be alive is to be 
happy and satisfied. The life we now live is filled with 
the joy of His glory. He imparts unto us the happiness 
that He receives from the Father. 

Do not allow the cross to become a burden or a 
curse. Tell yourself over and over again, “Because 
He lives, I live also. He gives me comfort for the day. 
I am not afraid, O Lord; I will rest in thy grace.” 

The blessed and eternal glories of the cross are 
yours today.

I visit that area of my state, I am aware that some- 
thing important is happening there. The people work- 
ing at the Cape have a feeling that the eyes of the 
world are on them. Very soon the adventure of the 
astronauts will climax at Cape Canaveral. One of 
these seven men will walk to the base of a rocket 
towering high in the early dawn of morning, get his 
last instructions, and ascend to the nose cone of this 
mechanical monster. There alone with his thoughts, 
he will be projected to the outer reaches of space. 
If fate is unkind to him, a second astronaut will try 
the voyage, and so it will go until someone has suc- 
ceeded. What a journey! 

This will be like Columbus’ discovering the new 
world, Desoto’s finding the Mississippi, Magellan’s cir- 
cling the globe, and Balboa’s first look at the Pacific 
all rolled into one fantastic adventure. Now whether 
or not we believe such a feat will succeed or should 
even be attempted, we must admit that we are living 
in an exciting hour. This seems to symbolize the 
powerful possibilities of our day. 


I. THIS IS A GENERATION EMPOWERED 


Our boys and girls and young people are being 
schooled in ideas that were thought fantastic and in 
the realm of science fiction five years ago. Public edu- 
cation has bequeathed to Mr. and Miss Teen-ager a 
legacy of learning that surpasses any age in history. 
But the greatest potential power residing in our gen- 
eration is neither physical nor mental. The spiritual 
possibilities of the church today exceed any other age 
in history. 

Christian ministers are filling the airways with the 
gospel story. Three weeks ago I was in the interior 
of the Island of Jamaica conducting a series of Sunday 
School conventions. My heart was gladdened to hear 
gospel singing and preaching over the Voice of the 
Andes from Quito, Ecuador. Not only in the Carib- 
bean but all over this earth the story is told on radio. 

Television is a tired medium and grows constantly 
sicker from its potpourri of corny comedians, brutal 
murders, rigged quiz shows, and worn-out westerns. 
But with all its faults, television is the perfect mass 
media for spreading the gospel. 

Today more people read than ever before. One mil- 
lion people learn to read weekly. It is true that teen- 
agers can buy uncensored editions of filthy novels at 
the drugstore or supermarket, but here also is the 
greatest possibility for spreading the gospel. In April, 
1958, Rev. Vessie Hargrave, one of our missionaries, 
was traveling through Mexico. As he traveled, he 


threw tracts out the window of his car. Three weeks 
later he received this letter: “Dear Sirs: I have re- 
ceived a piece of paper that I found on the side of 
the road that speaks of a new religion. I have read 
this little piece of paper and found in it there is a 
great blessing for me. I would appreciate your letting 
me know more about this new doctrine.” Through 
correspondence, this man was converted. He was a 
fugitive from justice. He promptly turned himself into 
the authorities and started to serve his prison term. 
Very soon he established a Sunday School in the prison 
and later reported that 37 prisoners had made a 
profession of faith in Jesus Christ. All this through 
the ministry of a tract! 


If the Church is to reap the full harvest, she must 
have her youth enlisted in the battle against SIN. 
John gives the highest praise to the young Christians 
of the early Church. “I have written unto you, young 
men, because ye are strong, and the word of God 
abideth in you, and ye have overcome the wicked one” 
(1 John 2:14). What a challenge! Youth can have 
strength in them, the Word in them, and the devil 
under them. 


Strength in Them 


John saw strength in youth. He said, “Ye are 
strong.” He knew that youth do not clamor for beds 
of ease. They accept hard tasks. In the glow of the 
invisible, youth will do the impossible. They are ready 
to make tragic sacrifices to reach triumphant desti- 
nations. They are keyed to the degree of progress 
not dulled to the lull of decline. Instead of browsing 
around, they burst through. Many dead churches have 
been made to swell with revival because of the fer- 
vent devotion of its youth. But youth who would 
have strength in them must have the Word in them. 


The Word in Them 


The tender years of youth are susceptible to evil 
influences and they are likewise susceptible to good 
influences, John said the “word of God abideth in 
you.” He says to put the Word in him; transmit to 
that boy something eternal and it will abide. Deu- 
teronomy 6:6, 7, “And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: And thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up.” Proverbs 7:1-3, “My 
son, keep my words, and lay up my commandments 
with thee. Keep my commandments, and live; and 
my law as the apple of thine eye. Bind them upon 
thy fingers, write them upon the table of thine heart.” 
Then youth can sing: 

“Oh Word of God incarnate, Oh wisdom from on high, 

Oh truth unchanged, unchanging, Oh light of our 
dark sky: 

We praise thee for the radiance that from the hal- 
lowed page, 

A lantern to our footsteps shines on from age to age.” 

What a tribute to the permanence of the Word!

Goliath was bigger but David was stronger. His 
strength came from two sources. He knew he was on 
the right side; and he knew he was anointed. With 
these convictions, he had always been victorious. 

One day while he was in the field, a bear came 
after a lamb. The bear did not get the lamb, but 
David got the bear. Another day a lion came after a 
lamb. The lion did not get the lamb, but David got 
the lion. He said, “I went after him ... and when he 
arose against me, I caught him by his beard, and 
smote him, and slew him... . this Philistine shall be as 
one of them, seeing he hath defied the armies of 
the living God.” David’s courage coupled with God’s 
anointing won one of the great battles in Israel’s 
history. 

It is to the eternal credit of the church today that 
we do not see failure and defeat in youth, but we 
see strength and victory in youth. A sculptor once 
asked the famous Michelangelo to view and appraise 
his figure of St. George on the outside of a Florentine 
church. As the work of art was unveiled, Michel- 
‘angelo viewed it with great admiration. Every limb 
was perfect, every line complete, the face -was intel- 
ligent, and one foot was raised as if this stone statue 
were about to step into life. Michelangelo paused for 
a moment, then lifted his hand, raised his voice, and 
cried: “Now march.” The stone statue could not obey 
the voice of this master, for it was only a monument. 

But we can obey the voice of our Master. We are 
more than a monument; we are a movement. God is 
speaking to us and saying: “Pentecostal youth, I have 
given you life; I have given you strength; I have given 
you knowledge; I have given you energy; I have given 
you influence; I have given you the power of the Holy 
Spirit. You have all you need with which to conquer. 
NOW MARCH.” ‘ 

If we accept the challenge and use the full powers 
of our generation to the glory of God, and keep in us 
an anointing of the Holy Ghost power, tomorrow will 
be a new day for Pentecost. The ministering Christ 
will continue to open blinded eyes and set at liberty 
the bruised. Men’s hearts will be prepared for the 
kingdom of God. And the church will flourish with 
new life. 


II. THIS IS A GENERATION IN PERIL 


If this is a generation empowered, it is also a gen- 
eration in peril. In spite of all the educational and 
industrial advancements of the 20th century, we live 
in a sick world. : 

Our world is sick politically. The recent visit of 
Nikita Khrushchev notwithstanding. Communism yet 
casts a grim shadow across much of Europe, Asia, the 
Middle East, and Africa. The aims of. international 
atheistic Communism have not changed. 

Our world is sick socially. The motor of American 
society is knocking violently and is badly in need 
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of a tune up. One of every twelve Americans receives 
mental treatment each year. One million wives and 
children are victims of desertion. Crime and divorce 
steadily increase. 

In America there are more barmaids than coeds and 
more criminals than college students. Count to twelve 
and a major crime is committed. America spends three 
times as much on crime as on education and thirty 
times as much on crime as on religion. One famous 
man said: “America has long been the land of the 
free and the home of the brave, but it is becoming the 
land of the spree and the home of the knave.” 

Since our world is sick politically and socially, it 
should be strong religiously. A fearful world needs a 
courageous church; a defeated world needs a victorious 
church. But such is not the nominal church of today. 


This Generation Is in Peril of 
Religious Hypocrisy 

Church membership was never higher, but church 
effectiveness was never lower. The pulpit which was 
once a place of authority has been replaced by candle 
holders and altar cloths. The gospel song has fallen 
into the hands of the rock-and-roll artists, and they 
sing the Lord’s song in a strange land. In too many 
cases, religion has become a coat to wear on Sunday. 
Nominal church members attend the same dances, 
drink the same liquor, talk the same language, and 
live by the same rule of expediency as non-churched 
sinners. They have ignored John’s admonition; ‘Love 
not the world, neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him” (1 John 2:15). 

Worldliness and modernism have laid their chilling 
hands on some of our churches and made revival 
a relic of the past. If we are not careful, we may be 
God’s chosen people today and His frozen people to- 
morrow. Our churches need a baptism of Pentecostal 
fire that will melt the icicles hanging from the ceilings 
of our souls and let the springtime of God’s revival 
move in. We are evangelical in our doctrine; may we 
always be evangelistic in our devotion. We cannot at- 
tract youth with lukewarm sermons and loose living. 
Youth wants religion on fire—on fire with conviction, 
challenge, and sincerity. 


This Generation Is in Peril of Unbelief 


The fad of today is to doubt. Some men are prouder 
of what they do not believe than of what they do 
believe. Under the guise of scholarship, men tread 
into the hallowed traditions of the ages and question 
the Word of God. Whereas 103 of the first 106 Ameri- 
can colleges were founded on Christian principles, to- 
day 16 out of 17 top American educators have no in- 
terest in God. Arithmetic is required but righteousness 
is an elective. Biology is demanded but the Bible is 
forbidden. There are 750,000 persons to teach reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, but few to care for the souls 
of youth. Our youth are taught how to make a living 
but not how to make a life; how to control airplanes 
but not how to control their appetites; how to launch 
rockets but not how to live righteously; how to fathom 
the galaxies but not how to find God. We are progres- 
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Sively losing our grip on God. And this is precisely 
the reason why secular education alone will spawn a 
generation of unhappy unbelievers. When men have no 
grip on God, their lives are narrow and without joy. 
A very wise man once said: “Life is like an equilateral 
triangle; you can’t extend the base without raising 
the perpendicular.” If men will live broad and charit- 
able lives, they must raise their interests above this 
earth and accept the existence of the divine. 

Sooner or later every young person will meet some 
unbeliever who will tell him that there are no ab- 
solute truths, that the Bible is an ordinary book, 
that the new birth is imaginary, that holiness is for 
the old fogy, that Pentecost is fanaticism, and that 
going to church is out of style. Do not believe them. 

The Bible truths which our churches and par- 
ents have taught us will outlive all unbelievers. Voltaire 
is dead. Thomas Payne is dead. Bob Ingersol is dead. 
But Christ is ALIVE. His book is alive. His Word is 
alive. His truth is alive. “They shall perish; but thou 
remainest; and they all shall wax old as doth a gar- 
ment; And as a vesture shalt thou fold them up, and 
they shall be changed: but thou art the same, and thy 
years shall not fail” (Hebrews 1:11, 12). 


This Generation Is in Peril of 
Youthful Lusts 


The unconcerned parent, the undisciplined child, 
and the broken home have spawned a generation with 
uncontrolled appetites. FBI crime reports for 1956, an 
average year, indicate that one in every eight 15- to 
18-year-olds had a scrape with the police. Forty-nine 
per cent of all burglaries were committed by youth 
under 18. Fifty-eight per cent of all stolen cars point 
to youth under 18. Eighty-five per cent of all crime 
was committed by youth under 25. When the reins 
of discipline are dropped and all moral restraints are 
removed, youth is dragged to the depths of indulgence. 
Young men become slaves to sin; young women throw 
their chastity to the winds of desire. Youth becomes 
soft and sensual when they should be strong and 
stalwart. A store window displayed an article for sale. 
Behind it was a sign which read: “Slightly soiled but 
greatly reduced in value.” Young man and young 
woman, let me give you a warning before you have 
gone into sin you will never stop regretting. The only 
safety for you is to be secure in Christ Jesus and 
anchored to the strong rock of the church. 


This Generation Is in Peril of 
Regimentation Without Regeneration 


Pentecost is blessed with thousands of young peo- 
ple who have been a part of church as long as they 
can remember. But some who have grown up in the 
church have never experienced real conversion. The 
familiarity of the gospel singing and preaching caused 
some of them to say: “Sure, I’m a Christian. I’ve 
always gone to Sunday School.” We must teach them 
that going to church is not the same as getting their 
hearts right with God. Taking a social part in the 
church and attending its pie suppers, parties, and 


picnics will not prepare their eternal souls to meet 
God. Our youth have their social needs, and our church 
has its social responsibilities, but our youth must be 
taught that their primary responsibility is to “Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God .. .” The greatest need 
of our youth is not recognition, rehabilitation, nor 
recreation. The greatest need for our youth is a genuine 
heartfelt experience of regeneration. 

I believe that a person can become a Christian very 
young in life and live for Christ all his life. I do not 
believe young people have to “sow wild oats.” Their 
lives can be dedicated to the Saviour at a very early 
age. D. L. Moody was asked about the spiritual re- 
sults in one of his services. He said, “I had one and 
one-half conversions tonight.” “Do you mean you had 
an adult and a child converted?” “No, I had a child 
and an adult converted. The child is the one and the 
adult is the half, because the child has a full life in 
which to serve the Lord.” Genesis 21 tells how Hagar 
had become so discouraged that she threw her young 
son Ishmael under a bush and was about to leave 
him to die. But God stopped her and said: “Arise, 
lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand” (Genesis 
21:18). I feel that God would speak to us who may 
have become unconcerned and would say to us: “Min- 
isters, Sunday School teachers, youth leaders, mothers 
and fathers, take up the lads and lassies of your 
communities and churches and homes and hold them 
in your Christian arms. Hold them through trial; hold 
them through temptation; hold them through tribu- 
lation; hold them till Jesus comes.” 


I was in a large northern city to preach at a con- 
vention. I picked up the afternoon edition of the local 
newspaper and was shocked at the headlines. Glaring 
at me was the story of how a fifteen-year-old boy 
had murdered a sixteen-year-old in a drugstore just 
a few blocks from the church. A friend and I drove 
to the drugstore. I inquired about the slaying. The 
owner of the drugstore told us this story. “The sixteen- 
year-old boy who was killed was working behind the 
counter when he saw the fifteen-year-old enter the 
store with a mask over his face and a shotgun in his 
hands. He walked to the cash register and demanded 
the money. The boy behind the counter knew him and 
thought he was playing a joke. So he walked around 
the counter to take the gun, and the juvenile gangster 
unloaded a full load of buckshot into the boy’s stom- 
ach. And he fell dead right where you are standing.” 
I said, “Lady, I’m a minister and I would like for you 
to tell me what kind of a family this boy came from.” 
She said, “He came from a broken home.” “Where did 
he go to church”? She replied, “As far as I know, 
he never went to church in his life.” As I returned to 
my car, I thought, “The police are searching for this 
boy. They will find him and put him away for life.” 
Then it seemed that the Spirit spoke to me and said, 
“If the church just six blocks away had searched for 
this young fellow yesterday like the police are search- 
ing for him today, his tomorrow might be different.” 

As we bow in prayer, let us ask God to prepare 
our hearts anew for greater service to Him in our 
generation.
